WHOSE MEMORY SHOULD 
KENTUCKY HONOR? 

In an editorial published a 
month or six weeks ago on the 
unveiling of the statue of Frances 
E. Willard, in the Hall of Stat- 
uary at Washington, we called 
.ttention to the fact that Ken- 
tucky had not availed herself of 
the right to place in that hall the 
statues of two of her citizens. 

After the House of Representa- 
tives had moved from the old 
room in which it had held its ses- 
sions to the new hall in which it 
now holds its sessions, the old 
hall was set apart as a Hall of 
Statuary. Each State of the 
Union was given the right to place 
therein the statues of two of its 
citizens who had achieved great- 
ness. Since that was done, now 
nearly half a century ago, nine- 
teen States have placed statues of 
their sons in that hall, fourteen 
States the two allowed. We pul - 
lished in the editorial on the un- 
veiling of the statue of Miss Wil- 
lard a list of those States which 
have placed statues of their sons 
there, and the names of those 
sons, and will republish that list 
Sunday's issue. 

Last week the Henderson Coun- 
ty Medical Society determined to 
present to the Legislature the 
claim of Dr. Ephraim McDowell 
to have his statue placed in the 
Capitol and requested the State 
Medical Society and Medical 
Journal to use their influence to 
have him so honored. We are 
glad to see the action taken by 
the Henderson County Medical 
Society. We hope other organiza- 
tions will present the names of 
those whom each organization 
believes the most worthy of hav- 
ing their statues placed in the 
Hall of Statuary, eo there will be 
a discussion of and a revival of 
interest in the lives of Kentucky's 
great sons. 

Some four years ago The Herald 
inaugurated a contest, offering 
prizes to students in the Kentucky 
colleges who named the twelve 
greatest of Kentucky's dead sons. 
That contest was decided by a 
jury of two hundred of the lead- 
ing citizens of Kentucky, and 
aroused wide interest, not only in 
Kentucky, but in the other States 
to which Kentuckians have gone 
and in which they or their de- 
scendants now reside. We do not 
know what, if any, action the 
Legislature to be elected this year 
will take about placing statues 
of two Kentuckians in the Hall of 
Statuary. But a widespread dis- 
cussion of the merits of those who 
for any reason may have claims 
to be so honored, will aid in hav- 
ing the two greatest of all dead 
Kentuckians selected. The Her- 
ald will, to aid in arousing this 
interest, give four prizes — one of 
$10 in gold or in books, one 
$7.50 in gold or in books, one of 
$5 and one of $2.50— to the stu- 
dents of a Kentucky college or 
pul. lie school vbo imme the two 
Kentuckians who should be hon- 
ored by the Legislature; the only 
requisite for any one to take part 
in this contest is, that he or she 
must be a bona fide student at a 
Kentucky college or public school. 
The deoition will be by the vote 
of the people of Kentucky who 
take an interest in it. We hope 
that every paper in the State will 
publish a notice of the contest, 
and will ask their subscribers to 
send to The Herald the names of 
the two citizens whose statues 
they think should be placed in 
the Hall of Statuary. The 
contest, began Monday, March 
the '27th, and close Saturday, 
April 29th. All selections must 
btj received at The Herald office 
by that time. Only one selection 
from each student will be consid- 
ered, and if there is more than 
one correct selection, the one re- 
ceived^ at The Herald office first 
will be awarded the first prize; 
the one received second, the sec- 
ond prize; the third prize; the 
fourth correct selection, the fourth 
prize. We will republish on Sun- 
day the announcement which we 
made in the contest four years 
ago. and from time to time repub- 
lish the sketches of those twelve 
great men who were adjudged the 
greatest of Kentucky's sons.

A Plea for Pure Motives. 



The student of Ruskin will find 
him to be an earnest, clean, clear 
expositor of motives, and morals, 
which the writers of the present 
day would do well to imitate as 
well as emulate. 

He gives to his readers such de- 
lightful sense of rare virtues, and 
ft conception and significance of 
existence, that the very thought 
and meaning of life is blended as 
exquisitely as the petals of per- 
fume of roses in the garden of 
memory. What is the best 
method of reaching ultimate 
truth? The weight of evil with 
which teachers, especially, have 
to contend is increasing like the 
outpouring of water. There is no 
time for them to indulge in idle 
sophistries or metophysical fan- 
tasies when the crime of deception 
is abroad among their pupils, and 
the miseries of its duplicity are 
being heaped higher day after day. 

If, by the lifting of a finger in 
the right direction for the stamp- 
ing 6ut of such sin, and seeing 
the necessity as well as the need 
for purity of physical, mental, 
and spiritual endowment, the 
masses must awaken to the ques- 
tion at stake, and allow no ap- 
pearance of prejudice or indiffer- 
ence to interfere with the ac- 
knowledgment of all those bacred 
principles of faith, trust, and 
obedience which were and are the 
fundamental bases for the culture 
and structural building which we 
term character. 

Books are one's best friends and 
companions if these be rightly 
chosen, and read with cummon 
sense and discernment. 

But they become nauseous and 
insidious as the poison of asps if 
they teach impure thinking, im- 
moral tendencies, degenerate alti- 
tude, and omit altitude to higher 
aim, loftier attainments and un- 
selfish living. 

I haVe in mind a writer, whose 
name in almost a household word 
in old Kentucky, for he is one of 
her sons — he has written many 
sweet, delightful stories which are 
like the song of birds, but in later 
years his tone has become acrid, 
and the moral tendency of his 
writings show every sign of degen- 
eracy. 

If one could play with lire and 
not get burned, then a perusal 
and acquaintance with recent fic- 
tion (emanating from tin brain 
and pen of this wielder of modem j 
thought), might make advance in i 
psychological research, but the 
end would not justify the mean''. 
"The secret of beauty in life is 
the inner purity of heart and soul. 
The secret 01 attaining it is 
through the culture of the soul 
life." 

Then let the boy or the girl 
read only those books wherein are 
implanted good motives, pure 
morals, right principles. News- 
papers are responsible, to a large 
degree, for the decadence of class- 
ical reading, and the editors them- 
selves shal 1 be held accountable at 
the bar of God for allowing the 
impure streams of slush, mud, 
corrupt and unprincipled meth- 
ods, to sweep in uure6trained 
headlines (massive and brazen as 
were the gates of Babylon)— 
through an avenue that might be 
&s curative in its effect as the lit- 
erature of the Bible, but which is 
as devastating to the mind of the 
average reader as the scoria of 
Volcanic eruption to the sunny 
vineyards of bright and beautiful 
Naples on the shores of Italy. 

Newspapers, like books, might 
become vehicles for the dissemina- 
tion of sound, wholesome teach- 
ing, but instead are nsed to re- 
produce all the cruel, heartbreak- 
ing anathemas of modern civiliza- 
tion. Would to God that all such 
"news" as divorce suits, suicides, 
and other kindred topics might 
be relegated to the office of the 
dead, and the advance of the 
"printed sheet" be made in the 
interest of right living, and a law 
passed, also enforced, against a 

brain child" being born out of 
wedlock. 

"How difficult must the main- 
tenance of that authority be, 
which, while it has to restrain the 
hostility of all the worst prin- 
ciples of man, has also to restrain 
the disorders of his best— which 
it continually assaulted by the 



one and betrayed by the other, 
and which regards with the same 
severity the lightest and the bold- 
est violations of its law I 

"There are some faults slight in 
the sight of love, some errors 
slight in the estimation :f wis- 
dom; but truth forgives no in- 
sult, and endures no stain. Do 
not let us lie at all. Let us not 
think of one falsity as harmless, 
and another as slight, and another 
as unintended. Cast them all 
aside. They may b# light and 
accidental; but they are an ugly 
soot from the smoke of an angry 
heart." 

Speaking truth is like writing 
fair and comes only by practice, 
and can re as delightful an ac- 
complishment to the modern boy 
or girl as musical or artistic at- 
tainment. 

I did not deem that life could be, 
Attuned to such a symphony; 
And dared to take within my 
hands 

The cause for which the truth de- 
mands, 

Impllicit trust, and noble wills 
The law of God and man fulfills.
